LOW FROM WITHIN DEALT 
EMBRYO RAIL STRIKERS. 


Eight of the “Standard” Unions Will 
Not Strike, They Notify Board; 
Others Withold Decision.

CHWAAGO, Oct. 22.— Officials of unions with more than 
half of the rail employees of the nation in their membership to- 


night announced that their men will not be authorized to join 


the “big five” organizations in the strike called for October 30 


in protest of wage cuts. 

Announcements that they would 
not join in a walkout came from 
eight of the eleven “standard” rail 
unions whi for a week had been 
withholding final strike decisions, 
although in most of them the mem- 
bers had voted overwhelmingly to 
quit work rather than accept a re- 
cent 12% per cent wage reduction 
authorized by the Railroad Labor 
Board. Only one of these eleven 


— now is determined to stand |. 


y the “big flve,“ it was announced, 
but two others have not yet taken 
final action. 


OTHER UNIONS WAIT. 


Following announcement by heads 
of the six shopcrafts organizations 
controlling 600,000 men that they 
would not sanction a walkout, lead- 
ers of the 375,000 maintenance of 
way employees and of the 25,000 
stationary firemen, at an executive 
meeting, voted to withdraw their au- 
thorization a walkout, leaving 
only the 76,000 railroad telegra- 
phers pogitively with the “big five.” 

Chieftains of the 350,000 clerks 
will make their decision tomorrow 
and the signalmen, 35,000 strong, al- 
sO are yet to act. 

Officials of the clerks said tonight 
they probably would not authorize 
a strike at their meeting, scheduled 
tomorrow, thus indicating, union 
leaders said, that a strike, if it ma- 
terialized, would affect less than one- 
fourth of the country’s railroad em- 
ployees, being confined to the switch- 
men, conductors, firemen, engineers, 
trainmen and telegraphers. 

The organizations which decided 
not to join an immediate walkout 
will take new strike votes after an 
expected labor board decision in re- 
gard to the rules and working condi- 
tions, it was said.

OCCUPATION 
TROOPS TO 
COME HOME. 


Half of Force on the Rhine 
Will Sail for America the 
Middle of November. 


(BY a. WIRz.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The 
gradual withdrawal of American 
troops from Germany, which is ex- 
pected to start within two weeks, 
will involve a reduction of the 


American forces there to about one- 
half the present strength 
13.500 officers and men. The re- 


‘duction will be accomplished by the 


middle of next March. 

Details of plans were made public 
following a conference between Sec- 
retaries Weeks and Hughes. Forces 
to be withdrawn eonsist of 126 of- 
ficers and 7873 men of the total of 
488 officers and 13,090 men, the first 
troops sailing home about the mid- 
dle of November. The men whose 
enlistments in the Army are near- 
ing expiration will be the first re- 
turned. 

The Fiftieth Infantry has been 
placed on the inactive list and wil! 
be disbanded, together with all 
provisional organizations except the 
headquarters troops and the head- 
quarters staff of the Army of Oc- 
cupation. Organizations which re-

Washington Believes Backbone of Strike Clamor Broken 
and Unions Seek Way to Withdraw. -

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Washingt@m believes that the backbone off 


the movement for a railroad strike is broken. If some of the men go out 
finally it is believed now by those close to the administration that there 
will be little, if any, interruption to business and that for all necessary 


purposes trains will be operated without delay or difficulty. 


Washing- 


ton senses the strike propaganda the country over is a complete failure 
and that now all that the union-labor leaders desire is a way out.

Wednesday is evidence that the 
the controversy and at the meeting 
members know they must settle 
a way out may be pointed to the 
men, who, a week ago were clam- 
oring for a strike and are now 
equally excited over finding a way 
to prevent it. There is not the 

ightost apprehension in official 
circles here over the possibility of 
a transportation tie-up. The ma- 
jority of men in Washington believe 
there will be no strike at all and 
the minority think if there is one 
it will be shortlived. 

The decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to lower 
rates on grain will be followed by 
other reductions and with these re- 
ductions there will be further de- 
creases in wages ordered by the 
Railroad Labor Board. Such cuts 
as are ordered are expected to be 
accepted by the railroad men rather 
than enter a strike doomed to fail- 
ure before it starts. 

The disagreement noticeable be- 
tween leadere of railroad labor is 
an added sign that all is not pro- 

itious for a demonstration by la- 

rat this time and one of the 
greatest problems is to prevent the 
carriers from doing something to 
inflame the railroad labor unions 
to go out. The executives would 
welcome a complete tie-up for they 
believe this is the time to clean 
house and get back to the days 
when they could operate the roads 
without the approval in advance of 


the labor leaders and the walking 
delegates. 

There are to be no concessions 
by the administration official§ to 
the railroad labor groups and if 
the struggle comes there will be no 
action to have it called a draw 
though the government has taken 
steps to prevent any interference 
with mails, food and fuel and will 
prevent violence. 

When the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce today reported 
favorably to the Senate the railroad 
funding bill, Senator Cummins, 
chairman of that committee said 
that he would make a fight for the 
early e of the bill at the spe- 
clal session immediately upon the 
passage of the tax bill and the anti- 
beer bill. 

It will require all the power of 
the administration to get this legis- 
lation through before the regular 
session for the agricultural bloc of

With the rates on the principal 
commodities reduced by the Inter-

AGAINST STRIKE. 


President Defines Attitude in 


Announcement. 


Asserts Company is Prepared 
to Meet Crisis. 


Warns Employees of Loss of 


w. B. Storey, president of the 
Santa Fe, in a telegram received 
here yesterday, outlined the causes 
of the threatened railroad strike 
and defined the Santa Fe's attitude 
on the proposed walkout. Declaring 
that the road faces a crisis, the 
president's statement says the com- 
pany wili meet it to the best of its 
ability and warns its employees that 
a strike will result in loss of work, 
a rights and other privileges. 

statement follows: 


CHICAGO (IIL) Oct. 21.—Fellow- 


employees of the Fanta Fe: The 
Santa Fe is once more facing a 
crisis. The leaders of the various 
brotherhoods have told us through 
the newspapers that a strike is to 
begin on our road on November 1. 
We areas yet unadvised as to the 
classes of employees that wil be

ATTITUDE OF ROAD. 

In order that you may know the 
attitude of your company in this 
important matter, the following an- 
nouncement is made: 

The Santa Fe has for many years 
had agreements with the four train 
and engine men's brotherhoods. It 
has in times past had agreements 
with other employees and it has at 
all times endeavored to carry out to 
the letter every provision of those 
agreements.- Minor differences of 
opinion have arisen from time to 
time, but we hdve always been glad 
to meet and talk them over and 
have succeeded in living together in 
peace and harmony. 

While the road was in the posses- 
sion of the government agreements 
were made by the administration 
with virtually all the organizations 
of railroad employees and ¢hese 
agreements being nation-wide in ex- 
tent were 2 to the Fanta Fe.

In view of the general lowering 
of wages throughout the country 
and the changes that ere taking 
place, we did not feel that this coul 
be done, especially in view of the 
insistent demand that is sweeping 
the country for lower freight 

DOUBTS EXPRESSED... 

A strike vote was ordered and we 
have been told, not by our em- 
ployees, but by the heads of the 
brotherhoods, that the strike vote 
was almost unanimous. We do not 
know what it was on the Santa Fe. 
but we feel certain that it was far 
from unanimous, and we do know 
that on certain roads not more than 
40 per cent voted in favor and on 
some of th oads we know that 
most of the men will not go out. 

The Santa Fe, therefore, finds it- 
self confronted with a threatened 
strike through the decision of the 
Labor Board, a body of nine men 
constituted as the arbiter under the 
laws of the United States. On the 
board are three representatives of 
labor and three representatives of 
the public, 

DUTY TO PUBLIC. 

The management of the Santa Fe 
has a duty to the public to give it 
proper service at as low rates as 
possible; it has a duty to its em- 


ployees to pay them living wages 
and to make their working condi- 
tions as comfortable as possible; it 
has a duty to its stockholders to 
give them a proper return on the 
money invested in the property. In 
its effort to accomplish the first, it 
must at the present time attempt 
to reduce its expenses, but in doing 
this, it is willing to leave to the La- 
bor Board the question of what is a 
fair living wage. If this brings on 
a strike, the road will have to meet 
it to the best of its ability. 

In doing this an appeal is made 
to every employee to look the ques- 
tion fairly in the face. A strike 
means the following: Loss of posi- 
tion if the strike is not won, and no 
strike has ever been won on the 
Santa Fe, sorrow and suffering to 
those dependent on you while look- 
ing for another job, a change in 
home surroundings, loses of pension 
rights and other privileges gained 
by long years of service. 

If you are a metaber of any of 
the organizations which have or- 
dered a strike, consider all the facts 
as given above and merke your de- 
cision as to whether you will go out 
after calm deliberation. If you are 
not connected with such organiza- 
tions, we ask you to lend us your 
moral support. We believe we are 
right in this matter or we would not 
go into the struggle.

They fill the Mos- 
cow and provincial papers with ap- 
peals for greater diligence on the 
part of employees and a reduction 
of forces not engaged in productive 
labor. They also complain bitterly 
of the red tape which slows down 
all government business and clamor

YEARS BRING CHANGE. 
Three years have brought about 
a remarkable change in the attitude 
of Red army men and all govern- 
ment employees toward the general 
public.

security and it now functions much 
as other governments do. ua 

messengers, bureau chiefs and higher 
officials are more cordial. Bolshevist 
legations abroad also refiect this 
changed attitude to a marked de- 


gree. 

White collars are no longer banned. 
Black leather coats are not regarded 
as the only suitable uniform for a 
Bolshevist official. Experienced 
minor officials of the old regime 
have been restored to thelr places 
in many of the offices and their ex- 
ample has greatly modified the 
brusque manners of the _ soldier, 
sailor and workman element which 
originally monopolized most of the 
government posts.

fEXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—The American farmer today is confronted with 
the immediate prospect of $1 wheat. It is six years since the country 
has had dollar wheat. Exactly a year ago the farmer was talking $3 
wheat; in fact. he stack for that price. 

But now he is glad to accept a 
few cents over the dollar because 
he has got to sell—on a declining 
market. December wheat at one 
time this week slumped to $1.02%, 
the lowest since September, 1915.

DIPHTHERIA EPIDEMIC 
IS RAGING IN STATE. 


— 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH SAYS 
DISREGARD OF LAWS IS 
THE CAUSE. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct, 22.—An 
epidemic of diphtheria, so serious 
as to compel the State Board of 
Health to instruct all city and 
county medical officers to take quick 
steps against it, is sweeping the 
State, the board reported here to- 
day. Nearly 500 cases have been 
reported within the past two weeks, 
and no less than 5600 cases this 
year. There have been 400 deaths 
from the disease since the first of 
the year and an average of forty- 
four children are dying monthly. 

According to Dr. Walter NI. 
Dickie, secretary of the board, the 
ehidemic is due to the following 
causes! Failure of parents to regard 
children's sore throat seriously: 
failure of physicians to take throat 
cultures and report diphtheria 
cases to the proper authorities; 
failure of health officers to hold 
patients in quarantine for a sut- 


communities to locate and control 
diphtheria. carriers. 

“Uniess the regulations of the 
State Board of Health are rigidly 
enforced at once in every commu- 
nity, diphtheria will exact a tremen- 
dous toll in children's lives this win- 
ter, Dr. Dickie said. ‘Unless the 
situation improves soon, the State 
Board of Health will take drastic 
action,” 

The disease is especially preva- 
lent in Lodi, Fort Bragg and Ala- 
meda, Fresno, Los Angeles, Mendo- 
cino, Sacramento and San Joaquin 
counties, the statement said.
